OHEATEST SON OF ETHELBEST IS KETIRED 
FROM RACING IN FRANCE. 

Will Stud at the Breediac Eatabliahmeat of Charles 
Kohler in Nomandy— Snpemiu Destined for 
Kohler Stud in New Jersey. 



New York, December 25. — Charles Kohler has an- 
nounced that Sii|ieruiau, the stallion be purchased 
l'*oiu James R. Kceiie a fea’ days ago, will remain 
ill this isiuiiiry for stud service. Buperniau will be 
sliippeil froiii K<*ulucky to the Kama|s> Stock Farm 
ill! lueii lately. 

I'iia lieilict. one of the greatest horses that was 
ever sent abroail from this country, will he retinsl 
from active training at om-e. lie will stand at Mr. 
Kohler's bmsling esIabiisbuM'Di at 1.JI Houssoie, De- 
(Mit'lmeut of Oisi-, Normand.v. T. P. Thorne, a suc- 
•■essfiil .tmerican hreeiler. and other prominent own- 
ers have arranged to si-ml some of their ls‘sf French 
uiatrons to Fit* Ilerliert. 

The Kamapu Stock Farm, where Mr. Kohler al- 
ready has douii<-iled twi^ty-fivc broodmares and the 
^■tallions Charles lildward and Master Koliert, is one 
of the oldest and lies« apisiintisl breeding establish- 
ments in the east. 

SuisTiuau is a chestnut horse, eight years old. by 
CiHumamio, out of AiHimaly, li.v Bend Or. His breeil- 
iiig is sii|M-rli and will stand tbe most exacting analy- 
sis. He possessf's siae, substance, bone and is a line 
individual. Superman was a superior race horse. 
He won his initial start — the Expectation Stakes — 
defeating the seasoned winners De Muud, Senator 
t'iajr amt W. II. Daniel. As a tbree-year-okl in 
Mail he provid he had s|ieed ami iltatnina by winning 
the Brooklyn llamlicap from older horses over a 
heavy course. 

I'oiiimaudo, sire of this brilliant stake winner, was 
a sensational borse on tbe turf, and headed tbe sire 
list of 1907. his get winning in that season $270,34u, 
w'bieb const ituti-s tbe American stalUou record. 

Charles Edward, whose excellent perfomiuces will 
lie easily recalled, is a chestnut horse, eight years 
oM, ta fioMen Garter — Flora Mac. by Falsetto. Mas- 
ter ■blMn't Is a seven-year-old son of Mazagan and 
Fkiearline, by tft. Florian. 

Recent aiWtious to tbe Ramapo Stock Farm are 
tbe braodiuares Quer.v and Elegance, which were 
formerly owned by William I-akeland. Query is a 
chestnut mare, six years old, b.v Voter, out of Que- 
sal. by llimyar. Qiiesal, dam of Query, is one of 
the noteworthy mares in tlie Stud Book, .\mong her 
lirodwe are Electioneer, a FnDirit.v winner; Tommy 
Atkins, high-class stake winner; Maximo Oomea ami 
’I'runipet. 

Elegance, a seTcn-.vear-old daughter of Orme, one 
nf Great Britain's top uoteliers, both as a race borse 
and sire, is out of Kahiolab, liy Longfellow. I 



When Charles Kohler sent FIta Herbert and Nov- 
elty to France in care of Sam Hildreth, to b<‘ raceil 
I here. It tvas at the same time annonnced that he* 
lutendid to establish a breeding stud in France with 
Mtar Shoot's great son, L'licle, at its bead. Under 
such eircumslanees it was not bard to iierceive that 
ilie real destination of Fita Herbert and Novelty 
was to a place in his French breeding establishment, 
if is now given out that Fita Herbert is to begin 
iaH^i<<e in 1913. NoveIt.v did so well in racing in 
France that he will protialil.v be eainpaigned a year 
longer, but b<‘. I<m), will ultimately be the tenant of 
a Imix stall al<mgside of the other two grand speci- 
mens of tbe American Ihoronghbred. Thus, besides 
the line of Star Shoot, there will be two sturdy 
repn-seutatives of Ethclb<-rt and Kingston in Mr. 
K^ler's French stud. 

Ethellierl, tbe sire of Fita Hertiert. was himself 
•me of the greatest racy isirses that ever graced the 
Auericau turf, a horse of tremendtius sfieed and a 
grand stayer. His re<s>rd of for two miles 

and a <|iiarter. made at Brighton Beaeh. August 4, 
1900, with I'J4 ismuds up, stamls alone in this cotiu- 
tr.T or any otlMT. That his dam was tbe Frencb- 
lirid mare Maori will not be overlooked by 
French owners of Iwoudiuares when considering the 
aii<v>slr.v of Fita Hcrla^rt. The latter was in all 
res|ie4-ts worthy of liis sU|M‘rii sire. As a two-year- 
old b«‘ won the Oa^iiM- Slakes and Woodbaven Stakes 
at Agu^iict. rail a dead heat with Trance and 
dlvitleil tbe Elmhurst Stak<*s at Jamaica, then took 
••everal pursi>s and late in the year won tbe Oakland 
Handicap at Oakland. Cal., and the Garranaa llaud:- 
<*ap at Los Augebui. Rut as a two-year-old be was 
oversbailowed li.r Sir Martin and Maskette and did 
not reach the full developmeut of his splendid power 
and Slim'd until he was a three-year-old. Then, as 
the trainer of a defeated oolt remarkml after one 
of his victories, he was “a whale of a horsi-.” 
That year be starteil in fifteen races and was but 
oms* defeateil. This was in tbe Oriental Handicap 
at Graveseml, in which James R. Keene"s Meddler 
fllly Altlietiuii lirst kum'keil him out of his stride at 
file start and then liiially lieat him by a length when 
earryiug iiinet.v -seven iKiuuds to his 128. In the 
course of his proud career that .vear be won. besides 
a few piirse.s, the P<H-autl«si Stakes at tbe Beliuout 
Park spring meeting. Bnmdwa.v Stakes at the 
GravesciHl spring meeting. Suburban Handicap. 
Cooe.v Islaml JiM-key Club Stakes, AdvaiM'e Stakes 
and the Lawrence Realizatiou at tbe Sbts'psbead Bay 
summer meeting. First Sfiecial at the Gravesend 
fall meeting. Jerome Handicaii at tbe Belmont Park 
fall meeting. Eleidion Day Handicap at Aqueduct, 
and the Hall Stakes and Bowie Stakes at tbe Pini- 
llcn fall meeting, in the laiwrence Realization he 
carrieil 122 iMMUids and ran its mile and tive^^igbtbs 
in 2:-43. which is now the record for tbe distaum*. 
Ill ibe .Siiburliaii he ran a mile and a quarter in 
2.03%. and in the Jerome Handicap at a mile and 
Bre-slxteentlis carrimi 13n issinds to victory in 2:11. 
In tbe Bowie Stakes be made a new record at two 
milM when be ran tbe distance in 3:25%. In short, 
iM> was a iiolile race horse of great s|ieed and iqt to 
any weight or distance. Fnluckil.v for Sam Hilii- 
reih, slake values bad fell the piis-b of hostile 
b-gislalion and his colt's luagnitii-ent list of victories 
fell far short of netting him what the.v would have 
doue iMit one .vear previously. For instance, the 
rolubiiieil value of tbe .\dvance Stakes, Coney Island 
Jocke.v CInli Staki-s. Suburtian Handicap and Law- 
reiK'e Realiaatiou when Fita Herbert won them was 
iHlt $2l.*vl7. as compared with $C7.!iI0 the year 
Iwforc. Had the standard of values beeu inaiutaineii 
a year lunger be would have secured a place iu the 
American list of winners nf flOb.UOO or ipore, and 
waa a bi'tter race horse than a number of those 
Wkicll gained that distinction. 

In the course of the next two .vears Fita Herbert 
waa not raced miH*b. .V re|K>rt that be was iiusound 
iMS'ame current, but this Hildreth denied vigorously, 
ft must he said that when he was started be rac^ 
•bout as well as lie bad ever done. In ISilO he won 
file Jockey Club Weight for Age Raee at Belmont 
Park at h mile and an eighth over a muddy track 
in 1:54 with 123 piaiuds tip and. carrying 1311 (loiinds. 
Wiai the Brooklyn Handicap at a mile and a quarter, 
defeating Olaiiihala. 113, Prince Imiierial. 97, Caar, 
110, Fashion Plate. Dai and Dinna Ken, HO, cover- 
ing tbe distance easily in 29>5%. His victories in 
1911 were all in purse races. In France this .vear 
ht waa given a conrse of acboolliig over the Jumps

TAKES ISStTE WITH MB. HVLTON. 

Diacuaskw Goiag On w En^ajiS Omt Radical 
Vlawt wf -'Mberaok Oiimar Speakar. 

Much discussion has been aroused in England by 
the Ghncracka Dinner speech of Mr. Edward Hultou, 
who is a business man as well as a successful owner 
of racing thoroughbreds. One of tbe chief points 
in Mr. Hultou's speech was against tbe rule to the 
effect tiiat entries for important stakes should lie 
<-ancelled b.v the death of the nominator of tbe 
horse. Thoiigii this rule has been attacked many 
limes it is still on the liooks. For ekample. if tbe 
nominator of a horse which is entered for tbe Derby 
dies before tbe race is run the borse becomes auto- 
matically disqualified, though his owner may have 
paki as much as $15,099 for him when be was a 
yearling. 

This rule, it is contended, is unfair npon breeders, 
unfair to buyers of yearlings and from a point of 
view of the ordinary individual is opiioaed .to com- 
mon sense. Blood stock breediug is a great industry, 
as is shown by the result of the last sale of year- 
lings at Doncaster, when more than half a million 
dollars was realized. Nearly all of the public 
yearlings are sold after tbe entries for tbe classic 
races and many other big events are closed. Thus 
it hapiiens that if the man who made tbe entry of 
an.v iwrticular colt or lill.v does not live for two 
years, that colt or filly cannot run da a classic race, 
no matter bow good he or she may be. 

Tbe buyer now has to take a big risk and Mr. 
Hultou suggested that legatees should have the 
oi>tion of taking over the horse's engagements and 
that bii.vers of .vearllngs might have entries trans- 
ferred to them after satisfactory arrangements had 
lieeu made with stakeholders. It was tbe consensus 
that there was no reasonable objection to thv-se 
Imsinesslike and simple proposals and in due conrst^ 
tbe Jockey Club will be asked to consider an altera- 
tion to the present law. 

Tbe remainder of .Mr. Hulton's speech was not so 
favorably received. In a long talk as to the ideal 
stallion he advocated the lireeding of the miler in- 
stead of tbe cup horse, or the borse to go a dis- 
tance. He pointed out that long distance handicaps 
are growing iu . disfavor, but this by no means met 
with tile approval of tbe critics, who were present. 
In cuninieuting on this part of tbe speech tbe tnrf 
writer of the Field concludes a long argument with 
the following: 

“Uue quite agrees with Mr. Hulton that the three 
and four-mile ^ats are not required at the present 
day. They were too severe and would be too slow 
for a crowd brought up on shorter racing. Init 
surely a race borse of tbe highest class ought to lie 
able to travel a cup course, and if the pedigrees of 
winners are analyst it will be found that tbe best 
classic horses and tbe best cup horses are those 
which have done most toward bringing tbe thorough- 
bred to its present standard. We agree that bors.'s 
can probably go faster than they have ever done at 
any former period of turf history, but the pro|H>r- 
tion of two mile, or even mile and a half, runners 
to sprinters is smaller than it used to be. and unless 
one goes on with tbe stayers tbe breed will surely 
deteriorate, or else breeding statistics are of no 
value whatever.’’ 

A writer in tbe Dublin Sport makes the following 
comment: 

“Mr. Hulton would bare it that the hest sire, 
the borse most worthy of patronage and the one 
most likely to succeed at the stud, was tbe excep- 
tionally speedy performer at a mile. The trend of 
Mr. Hulton’s remarks at tbe Gimcrack dinner went 
to show that he favored speed against stamina. 
The very fast horse was a type more necessary than 
tbe moderate- pa <-e<i stayer. Slow staying horses 
hail never beeu successful stallions. A very sweep- 
ing assertion — an assertion, in fact, that will not 
find general acceptance until it is examined upside 
down, inside out. 1 have read and re-read Mf. Hut- 
ton's remarks very carefully, and I do not think 
th.*it I misseil a isiint that be made; and having 
made this explanation. 1 may note (as doubtless 
otliers have noted for tbeniselves) that in all be 
had to say Mr. Hulton never reverted to the class 
of mares that in bis opiiikNi are tbe most suitable 
to mate with ttie fast milers that he favors so 
niiicb. What would lie the class of tbe mares that 
•Mr. Hultou would all.v with bis eight-fiirloug.-i 
champions V 

“Air. Hulton.. to give iioint to his argument, some- 
what Ingeniously introduced Ibe names of Cyllene, 
Persimmon, Isinglass, St. Simon. Isonomy. Don- 
caster and Thormanh.v — all great stallions — and re 
marked that they had great s|>e«d. Of course they 
had speeil. but the.v also had stamina: and what I 
think we must need at tbe present time is tbe fast 
stayer, the type of Cyllene and of the others whos.* 
names have Just iMum written. A horse which can- 
not get a yard be.vond four furlongs at top spi-.Hl 
in tbe hest class will stay tbe Royal Whip course 
if the race be nin only slow enough for him. And 
because be wins over four miles in such circiuu- 
siaiice no one is going to accept him as a proien 
8la.ver. For years we have been lamenting the ex- 
ceedingl.v nuKleraie class that contest the distance 
races in In-land; and the reason why tite class is 



so moderate is not hard to seek. It is none other 
than that we liave no sta.vei-s in Ireland of first 
class calilire. We have sacrificed everything lo 
spes-d. with the result that we have breil the 
world's champion sprinter in Great Surprise; but \v« 
have no world's champion sta.ver. 

"Tlie principal s|>eaker at tbe Gimcrack function 
laid it down that a snceessful borse at the stud must 
have won over a mile. In bis upinkm the passiiort 
to success of an.v stallion is that he must have been 
able to score at eight fnrlongs in either the best 
company — such company as that of Cyllene, St. 
SlDHin. etc., or handicap compan.v. tbe company of 
.Marco, Winkfield’s Pride. Poi.vmelus, Velocity, etc. 
It would not thin be stretching tbe purpose of Mr. 
Hultou's argument too much to say that a Cup horse 
— for argument’s sake let me suppose that be had 
never won over a mile — should be neglected In favor 
of 'the short-distance borse. I think most breeders 
will agree that tlie type tliey most favm- is the fast 
sta.ver. the Derby winner, for instance, which will 
endow bis progeny with bone, stamina and substance. 

"The tendency of the tborunghbred Is to liecome 
light and flashy; to prove ver.v fast, hot non-staying, 
and to negative tlie want of stamina and correct the 
lightness and lack of substance, tbe horse which 
proved himself over a long Journey Js much more 
likel.r to impart what is needful than tbe type which 
kir. Hulton favors so much. Speed tbe tboronghbred 
must have — speed Is the essence of racing, but we 
also want stamina In oiir horses; and those horses 
that have proven themselves at home over a long 
distance at a fast pace are the brand which Is nec- 
essary for the production of speedy stayers. Racing 
after all is a means to an end. Tbe justification of 
its existence is that it is the real test of merit, and 
even though Mr. Hulton showed that be was not in 
love with the ‘slow stayer,’ even a horse which that 
term may fit has a useful purpose to serve when he 
is taken ont of training. 

“We have our banters to prodnee, we have oiir 
high-class harness horses. In these we want a 
cross of the thoroughbred. Tlie Derby winner or the 
otherwise brilliant performer is not available fim the 
half-bred mares, and in Ireland we want our ’chasers 
— which in England are ‘made’ of the useless flat- 
racer — and how are we to get these if oiir mares are 
oul.v to be served by milers at high fees? 

“Mr. Hulton has chosen to name Wargrave as tbe 
onl.v winner of the Cesarewitch which provcil siiccess- 
fnl in tbe last fifty years. Mr. Hulton has naturally 
selected tbe race b^t fitted to illustrate the point 
of his argument, but in tbe same period of time 
how many winners of the Royal Hunt Cup (7 fur- 
longs 163 yards) have become ’great’ sires? Or how 
many horses, winners of the Lincolnshire Handicap 
since 1837, have startled the racing world by their 
stud achievements? 

“A proportion of the whiners of each of these 
races attained some success, lint none startled tbe 
racing world by doings at tbe stud. Now turn to the 
winners of tlie Ascot Gold Cop (two and one-half 
miles). There are included Cremorne. lioocaster. 
Petrarch. Isonomy. Robert the Devil. St. Simon. 
Persimmon, Cyllene, Santoi. William the Third. Zlii- 
faiidel, which have got racing stock of high-class 
form. Isonomy won the Cambridgeshire, and for 
that reason Mr. Hulton would cla.ss him as a fast 
miler; rather was be not of the type that 1 have 
said we want, ‘a fast sta.ver?’ 

" ’My point is.’ said Mr. Hnlton, ‘it is not the 
pure stayer, with only that attribute, that makes tbe 
stallion. Speed up to at least one mile is quite es- 
sential, and therefore tbe fast mile is a far more de- 
sirable test than three or four miles.’ Umloubtedl.v 
a short mile js preferrable to a dawdling Royal 
Whip, but we must not stake our all on the eigbt- 
furluiig Imrse. The pace at which races are mn has 
increased, and bad riding has also increased, but 1 
imagine that many practical breeders will say in 
answer to Mr. Hulton, speed and stamina are neces- 
sary to the raee borse; reputation for usefulness 
when in training stands as a guarantee to the owner 
of a stallion that be will have patronage when re- 
tired to the stud, and finally, for the benefit of tbe 
race horse to be, staying power must have been well 
defined in his sire. And that staying power must 
have bbeen allieil to speed — ^the combination of dash 
and stamina going to make the high-class sta.ver. 
which may, according to the engagements that hare 
been made for him, be eiiually as successful at five 
furlongs or six or eight as he is at a mile and a 
half, the Ccsarewltcli distance or the Gold Cup dist- 
ance. 

“We have had no stayer of really first-class calibre 
in Ireland for some years. It may, of course, be 
argueil that one cannot eat one’s cake and still hare 
in contemplation the further eating of it — which is 
to say that with all our best horses going across 
cliannel, we cannot hope to have any champions left 
ns. But we do not give our English patrons stayers. 
We send tliem brilliant sprinters — champions if you 
will — fast, tremendously fast, horses; If we had 
Cesarewitch winners or Ascot Gold Cup winners, or 
horses of that stamp our best customers would will- 
ingly give us onr price for tliem. In Ireland all the 
breeding seems to be for siiei-d. and tlie atteuqit has 
had a successful outcome. Now we want some high- 
class stayers — .some Bachelor's Buttons, some Prettv 
Folljrs. a Kilwnrlin or two, an Orby, a White 
Knight, a Barca Idine. 

“Mr. Hultou devoted all his attention to sDcs. 
He said nothing about tbe mares. He did not tell 
IIS what qualification he would require of them. 
All attention nowadays is given to tbe sire, of 
which there are enough and to spare and sopie 
extra notice taken of tbe mares, their class and 
racing performances, would not be out of place. 
For three parts of tbe ohioken still beloags to the 
hen. even though our latter-day teaching is that 'it 
is the sun of the mother and tbe daughter of the 
fatlier.’ The late LonI Faland’s fast rule in bn-ed- 
ing, and what the late Ixird Rosslyn brought to lioar 
on his blooilstnck enterprises was that ‘circiiPi- 
stances alter cases’; he would have no hard and f:i-.t 
nile laid down nism an.v |K>lnt oonnectiHl with breed- 
ing of thoroiiglilireils. Ami the late Duke of Beni 
fort :iniioiim-e«l after a lifelong exp<>rleui-«- of breed- 
ing rai-e liorses. hunters, hacks, and cart horses, 
that 'it is a lottery.’ 

"The reference which Mr. Hulton made to nom

A perfeet 
da.v from tbe climatic stamlpoint added piMsare 
to tbe occasion and, although tlie track wna not at 
its Im-si, a good sized and evenly balaueed field 
went to the post. Flying Feet. I'onsiMe, Helen Bar- 
Imh-. Buckborn, Jhifielil and General Marcbmont wera 
withdrawn, but tiie seratebiug of the above did nok 
materially lessen the Interest In the race, for borsea 
that were piMinlar were left to compete for one of 
■ lie rb-hest prlsi-s of tbe local season. 

G. M. Miller, the winner, ran a good race. Mer- 
idian nileil favorite. He broke none too well, bat 
went out to the front quickly. On making the tnrn 
for home, he began to tire. Irish Gentleman uim 
wrested tbe lead from him and It looked for a time 
as if he would repeat his win of last year in the 
same event, but G. .M. .Miller, which was following 
closel.v iM-himI the leaders, came on with a great 
stretch rush and passed him in the final strides. 
Injury, which ran far back in the early part of the 
race, also clostsl with a rush and finished third. 
The race was a grand om>, with no interference, ami 
tbe best horse won. 

El Palomar won tbe third race, a handicap for 
three-year-olds, iu impressive fashion. He was out- 
paced until well straighteneil away in the stretch, 
then came along with a rush that carried him past 
the leaders.
